Sergeant Blobinlield knew' the prisoners' 
and from information received ho went to 
the house occupied by them and found 
the chickens in a bag; ono of them was 
dead from oxhauatioh- and the other four 
were nearly bo; ho and OlBcer Dale mot 
with some resistance in searching tho 
cabin; afterwards tho prisoner who. had 
pleaded guilty was pointed out aiid taken 
into custody. The chickens had been re- 
tained as witnesses sinco th.-vt time. 
. ()fHcer Dalo corroborated tho. .evidence 
of the last witness; bpth^'Mra^iUlIec and 
her daughter idcntifio'iJ the'^fowls iii the 
goal yard. 

Tho Court had hero to :whit forj the 
next witnesses, namely the chickens. 

The Chief Justice enquired if the bag 
Would bo forthcoming. 

Mr. Harrisou statotl that tlio bag had 
not been produced in tho Police Coiirt. 

The Chief .Justice considered*^ tjiat tho 
hag was an important pioco of evidence 
and should have been pruducod. So far as 
rosistanco on tho part of tho priaonors 
wttB concerned that n^Isht ba accounted 
for on the grounds of no search warrant be- 
ing forthcoming. AChinamau'ahouBo, like 
that of an EngliahnuinV,Awa8V his"; castle. 
His Lordship thought it ; likely that the 
nhickona had been laying eggs since last 
February and that Mrs, Miller would 
send in a bill to tho government accortl- 
ingly. 

Mr. llarrison here road depositions

This closed tlie case for the proaocutipn. 

Bis Lordship in' sumtning up called the 
attention of the jqr^ to tho faot that ac- 
cording to the depositions four of the pris- 
oners acknowledged that the man who 
had stolen tho fowls had told thorn what 
w-as in tho bag. There w.ib no evidence 
that the oth<^r man knew that thero were 
chickens in the Kigortliat theywor^atolen.

tho names ofjhp^defcndantg..^ ^_ ^ , 

■R. J.^E{iiefidg(?hoard the distiirbanco 
and was c.illod upon by Consttiblo Black 
to assist him in taking E. Sherrer to gaol; 
he was violiint and tried to kick Black, but 
did not abuse witness; went with tho 
police ofScei'8 as far as Broad street, when 
ho left to avoid gotting. his clothes ^ torn. ^ 

Mr. Harrison addreM^cl the iwi'jrfor 
tho prosecution; after wliicli Mr. Oourtnby 
followed for the defence, contonding that 
tho nature of tho oflbiice had Wan much 
exaggerated by tho oliicors and by Tay- 
lor. His clients ima.ijiiu'd tliat they h.id 
been robbed in Taylor's saloon and wero 
not at all violent till ono of thorn had 
been atruck on the head b^[the);baton.

The Chief Justice stated that a common i 
n.'jsaulL had certainly l)t'en committed,': 
unk'ssall llip witnesse.s liadperjured thom- i 
selves this had been fully pn.ven. As there i 
was a doubt as to what constituted "ao- ' 
tually bodily harm" he should advi.sc the 
jury to find on the .second count of a.-t- 
saulting an ofticor in tho e.xecution of his 
duty. An tiiis charge w.as of a sufticieutly 
griovoiis nature finding on it would moot 
the case. Thevo -was no altornativo but 
for tho juryito.,Cnd a. verdict, in. the adir- 
mative on this cnnnt or to utterly disbe- 
lieve the whole thing and that tho pris- 
oners. wero not in the city at all.

Tho Chief 'iistice enquired of the jury 
whether they thought that Black was not 
a constable and that he was guilty of per- 
jury in swearing that ho was.

At 1:50 p.m. tho jury again entered the 
court room .and the foreman announced 
that thoy found August Shorror guilty of a 
comniou .assault on Special Oflicer Black, 
but that the charge against Ernest 
Sherrer has not been sustained. 
. ,Tho learned Chief Justice explained to 
the' jury that tho vordict wa.B contradictory 
an.l that he could not accept it. He sup- 
posed that tho jury wished to bring in a 
vordict of guilty against the prisoner, but 
at tho bamo Jima^tp,- recommend; him to. 
mercy. It w^''ii3possible to ; commit 'a 
commori assault on a police otHcor in tho 
execution of his duty. 

Tho foreman said tho jury deemed that 
the prisoner had been guilty simply of a 
oommon assault. 

. His Lordship said he could understand 
yvh^t,..the jiun^ wished tg^elj^ro^^s afidj^^^^ 
tate iheir : rocdramendaf ion ^ into consid- 
eration. Tho prisoner Ernest Sherrer 
having been, acquitted would bo set at 
liberty and ho did not suppose that tlie 
Crown would^ask that the other prisoner 
bo romandi9d;lnjipi^^aatSdy. Ho had- .ap- 
peared on his recognizances to stand his 
trial and would do so for sentonco.- 

Mr. Harrison said' the Crown was willing 
to admit tho prisoner to tho same recog- 
nizances for sentence. 

The jui-y was then discharged and the 
Court adjourned for half an hour. 

AFTER RECES.S. 

Alfred Staff was arraigned on an ia- 
dictmciit for breaking into tho house of 
Arnistead Ducknor, Salt Spring Island, on 
tho 2(>th January last and stealing there- 
from certain tools, etc. The priBoner, who 
pleaded " not guilty," was defended by 
Mr.,^. C. Ooui'tnoyrr .The case' for tti&j. 
Crowtl was conducted by Mr. E. Harrison. 

A jury having boon ompaiiellud with 
Mr. Wilby aa foreman, Mr Harrison ox- 
plained that tho indictment contained two 
cq^ta: first for entering tho house and 
atbafing^ tho articles, and, secondly, for be- 
ing in possession of them knowing them 
to have beeh^^tolen. 

Arrastead Buokner (colored), residing 
on Salt Spring Island, deposed that in 
December last ho was .absent from his 
house for some two or three weeks; when 
ho wont a'way ho left tho door fastened; 
on his return ho found that a number, of 
articles had boon, taken from his houso; 
from information rocoivod ho applied to 
tho magistrate, Mr. Foord, for a search 
wan-ant; the prisoner's house w.as search- 
ed by a constable and some of the miss- 
ing articles were found on tlie promises; 
[oxbow, bullet mould, ohisiil, two sowing 
awls ' and pair of ■'pincers produced and 
identifiod by witness] the door of witness' 
liouso -n-as fastened by a latch when ho 
loft it, He also missed eggs, apples, sal- 
aratuB and a variety of other articles. 
: . To Mr. Courtney— Your niiTho is Buck- 
ncr i.sn't it 1 . Yes. . Have yon ever hcnn 
in love ? -tyes/;]; have. . (Laughter- ) 

Mr. Courtney-.— Woll, I supposo we all 
have. 

Tho Chief Justice — Be cu-ofiil, iMv. 
Courtney, your assertion is of a very gen- 
eral character. ' . 
• Mr. Courtney— I don't think it will 
hurt anyone's feelings, your Lordship. 

Witness— I know Mrs. Harrison long, 
long ago. Well, did jou not ask lior to 
marry you ? No, novor; I would not mav 
ry her if she was just lined ivitli gold. 
iJLoud laughter.) You ha.yo. of t^n .por- 
,)rowed from her, harp ^py^ngiH jV-X?S,'i .a 




can't tell -when I last used it; have pre- 
viously preferred a chargo against Staff; 
he did not get any punishment for it, but 
:tho summons did not fail for all that 
f(laughter)j;oh";,,no/ it:didn't, butMr.,$taff 
went totho'lCnagistratoand said ho' did not 
intend to steal tho ax and ramrod; I was 
never told that if I did not got up another 
charge I should bo put in prison for eigh- 
teen niontlis. 

Tho Chief Justice — Ifou withdrew the 
charge aa to the ramrod, I suppose. 

Witness- Yea, mj' Lord. 

Tho Chief Justice — I suppo.so it i-i one 
of tho chief duties of a ramrod to with- 
draw a charge, is it not 1 (Laughter.) 

To tho foreman — It is customary for 
farmers to loan one another tools, &c., 
but I did not lend these articles to Mr. 
StafT. It is not the custoin to borrow 
things on Salt Spring Island without pbr- 
niiasion. ' - 

Alex. Gwynno (colored), sworn, deposed 
that he remembered seeing Staff in De- 
cember last coming out of Buckner's 
yard with liis ax and ramrod. Witness 
called his attention to tho fact that the ar- 
ticles belonged to Buckncs. Stifl' said 
"yes" ho had borrowed them. Witness 
said "you can't doit; you' must not bor- 
row Buckner's things when ho is not at 
home." 

Crosa-oxauiiued-rj-Can't say if thero is a 
prejudice ngaiiiat* twhite people on Salt 
Spring or not; I don't know what people 
have got in their minds; never .asked them 
as it is none of my business; if I had aakod 
I reckon I woukl have been interfering; 
l^uckIler never told mo 'ho gave Staff 
the ax and i-amrod. 

^,Eli Davis (colored) sworn, resides on 
SaltSpring; Imew.t^onrisonor who told him 
that iio hacl been' to^Biickner'a house and 
borrowed tluvax and ramrod; witness told 
him ho should not have dono so without 
perini.ssion. 

Mr. Courtney said that tho ax and ram- 
rod had nothing whatever to do with tho 
Ijrosont case. Tho charge with reference 
to them had been withdrawn and the of- 
fence, if any had ever existed, was thus 
t'oiidoiiod. 

Alfred Aiulerson (colored) deposed that 
tlic prisolior eschaiigod tho ox bow pro- 
duced with him for a larger ono; after- 
wards loarnod that tho bow- Staff had ex- 
changed belonged to Bucknor and gave it 
•up to the constable. 

J. C. Crano, anollior rcsidant of Salt 
Spring island, deposed that for .lix years 
he has actod as constable there. Remem- 
bered Buckiierbringiiigasearch warrant to 
him and going to jirisonor'a houso and 
searching it; found diflbrent articles that 
Biu'kner claimed .is his. No objection 
was oiiered; but .Mr. Staff did not wiint 
witness to show the articles to Bucknor; 
.Staff v.'a.M absent at the time, but on his 
v>'ay witness met him and told him what 
his business was; jirtsnner wanted witness 
to goliomj^with him but witnesasaid "no 
you niu.stJ'conio -with mo;" prisoner then 
api-ang for .-i gun ho had with him and 

said he would let no d d man take 

him fnmi his home; witness said "it is 
no good you talking about shooting be- 
cause T can do a little of that myself," at 
the same time pulling out his revolver; 
tho prisqnci; subseqiieiitly agreed to go 
with hin'i." ■ ■■■ ^ 

This oxhaiistod tho evidence for tho 
prosocutioii. 

Mrs. Bittancourt, sworn, deposed that 
she usud to live on Salt .Spring island and 
wa.s iiofjuainted with Bucknor and Mrs. 
Harrison tl'c present wife of tho prisoner; 
previous to their m.arriago Buckner was 
very friendly with Mrs. Harrison and 
used to borrow money, oats and in fact 
everything that he wanted; ronienibored 
giving him a bullet mould hut January; it 
was the habit amongst residents of tho 
island to borrow from one another; Buck- 
ner's house was as , a rule open so that 
anybody could go in and borrow anything; 
as a rule it did not matter on Salt Spring 
island whether tho owner wils at homo or 
not; if .anybody wjintod to borrow any- 
thing ho took it with or without permis- 
sion. 

Mr. L'ourtnoy said ho could call other 
witnesses but ho really did not consider 
it necessary to do so. Ho regarded tho 
charge aa being trumped up by several 
colored people against one white man 
simply from motives instigated by jeal- 
ousy. It was absurd to suppose his cliont 
would commit^the grave offence of burg- 
lary merely^for 'tho 'tako of stealing tho 
triding articles produced in court. He 
would ask the jury'to" return a'verdict 
of "not guilty." 

Mr. Harrison contended that tho case 
for tho Crown had been clearly made out, 
if not on tho first count 'certainly on the 
second. The mere detention of tho goods, 
Ifnoinng that thoy wero hot jiis property 
and thus depriving Bucknor of the benefit 
and use of thom, was sufficient to ostab- 
lish the prisoner's guilt. 

Tho Chief Justice then summoned up 
and referred at aome length to the state 
of,. society which appeared to prevail 
among.st tho. settlers of Salt Spring 
Isl.and. The habit of borrowing without 
permission was doubtless most inconvoni- 
ont to tho owner of tho property, but tho 
practice of entering a man's houso, the 
door of which was closed and fastened, 
and taking from it anything that ono 
wished for w.as not looked upon by tho 
law .as borrowing at all — that was oom- 
tnonly called stealing. It -would bo for 
tho jury, however, to consider tho circum- 
stancea and if they entertained any doubt 
as to tho prisoner's intention they would 
give him the benefit of thai doubt, 

Tlio jury then retired and after an 
;ibscnco of half an hour returned a ver- 
dict of "not guilty on either count,". 

His Lordship hoped tho jury would 
permit him to add that it ^vas high time 
Mr. Staff discontinued the practice to 
which ho litis been accustomed and which 
had brougliiiitlMhiB trouble on his head.' 
Ho would now be discharged. 

Joim Lo Plante, for sotting fire to a 
hay riek Vielonging to ox-Govornor Trutcli 
about the Htli Decombur, 1870, pleaded 
not guilt}'.

Trutch to 
watch tho other stack' duriiig the confla- 
gration. 

Mr. Davio hero objected to tho princi- 
pal offender (Lo Plimto) being cxajnincd 
for the prosecution. Witness was, how- 
ever, sworn, and-st.aled that Taylor lit a 
match firat-|ahd 'j it; Avont out; tlipn tho 
WithoaaWruck'anpflier match, that, too, 
would have gone but only that T.aylor put 
some hay . on it; the rest .of* ,wijness' 
statement was similar to his' '3bpoaitibh 
before tho Police Magistrate. 

Cross-examination elicited nothing of 
ptirticular importance. 

Mr. T. Davie for the defence chiimcd 
that tho prisoner in the dock was not 
tho prinoipal in the act of incondinri.sin. 
Le Planto had been convicted as the chief 
offender. Tho prisoner had been unfairly 
doalt -with by tho Crown in only giving a 
portion of tho evidonce suppressing the 
part that favored Taylor, 'I'ho only evi- 
dence against Taylar waa that of an ac- 
complice, which was not aufliciont to con- 
vict. Unles.s, tlioroforo, tho jury were 
convinced that La Planto'-s ovidonco was 
sufficient T.aylor must bo discluarged, as 
there was nothing to corroborate tho 
statement. The learned counsel complain- 
ed Of the conduct of tho Crown in manag- 
ing the caso altogether. Tho poor, unfor- 
tunate boy had been in gaol for more than 
seven months without a clianco of trial. 
As there was a doubt in the matter tho 
jury should give tho prisoner tho benefit 
of that doubt and acquit his client. Tho 
boy had not a bad character and he waa 
sorry that a, witness whom ho expected to 
give ovidonco as to character -was not 
forthcoming. 

Mr. Harrison in summing up contoiidod 
that Taylor was an accessory in tho first 
degree and that the ovidenco of La 
Planto was corroborated by O'Connor. 
He combattod the idea that anything un- 
fair had been resorted to by tho' Crown. 

His Lordship in charging tho jiiry re- 
minded them that it iv.as not necessary 
that every p.articular in tho evidence of 
anaccompliceshould bo corroborated. Tho 
statement of prisoner to O'Connor was suf- 
ficient to convict him of aiding and abet- 
ting, 'i'ho evidenco siiemed to bo con- 
clusive. 

The jury retired after being informed 
by his Lordship that tho fact of the pris- 
oner being in gaol for tho last seven 
months was not a question for their con- 
sideration. That would be looked to in 
p.assing sontcnco if they returned a ver- 
dict of guilty. 

In a few minutes tho jury roturiicd with 
a vordict of guilty. 

Tho Chief Justice w.as of opinion that 
sentences woukl be awarded on Friday, as 
he thought by that time the business of 
tho assizes would be pretty well advanced. 

Mr. Harrison remarked that the Raper 
caso would be .a long ono iind that it could 
not bo commenced till Thursday morning 
.as tho witnesses would only reach hero by 
the steamer of Wednesday evening. Thoro 
was therefore really but one case for 
Wednesday. 

Tho Ciiief justice roplicd that as such 
was the caao tho court had better stand 
adjourned till Thursday at 11 o'clock aa 
it would bo very hard on tho jurymen to 
attend on Wednesday and find little or 
nothing ready to go on with. Tho gov- 
ernment should see to it that so many 
jniyirien, 61 in number, should meet with 
as little inconvenience as possible. In- 
stead of calling thom togother for Wed- 
nesday ho -would adjourn the court till 
Thursday at 11 a. ni. when it would bo 
expeisted'that all the jurymen would bo 
again' preB otit.
